BEISSIA is not a Stale; it is a 
world, Thus wrote a famous 
publicst of the Lind of the ‘Tsar 
as he contemplated the diversity of ort 
vir of its peoples, its wide range of chi- 
mite, its great variety of resvurves, and 
the dissimilarity of aspirations of the 
human elements of which the empire is 
composed, 

In the blood of its people is written 
the mopress of the Orient and of the (hc 
cident; of the tropic south and the frigid 
north; of Confucianism, Mohammedan- 
iam, and Christianity. [ts range of cli- 
tite gives the Palm Beach touch to its 
Crimea and the breath of the north to tts 
White Sea region.

Scphia. found the Tatar yoke unbear- 
able, and kept asktig her husband, “How 
long am 1 to be the slave of the Ta- 
tars?” Her husband had been most 
successfil in overcoming netehboring 
princes and adeling their domains to his 
principality, and finally, in 1478, when 
the customary messengers came from 
the Tatar Khan demanding the usual 
tribute, Ivan threw the edict on the 
ground, Stamped and spat an it, arid 
killed all the ambassadors save one, 
whom he sent back to his master. The 
eriraged Tatars sought #evenge, but their 
efforts availed naught agamet Ivan's 
FLOTMES. 

THE MESULTS OF TATAR EUIE 


Moscow, after nearly jon years of 
subjection to the Tatars, was freed. But 
the hatred of Mohammedan rule had 
been bred in the bone of every Slav for 
len generations—a hatred that has te- 
mained in the race to this day, and has 
prompted Russia always to help the op- 
iressed in any fight to, throw off the 
Mohammedan yoke. For this treason 
they were willing td sacrifice 370,000 
lives in their wars against the Turk; to 
help Greece to freedom in tS28, and 
agin Servia, Romania, and Bulgaria i 
i878, whereas no other Enropean nation 
ever expended anything but words in be- 
half of the subject Christian; for this 
reason, Russia glowe of the great Chris 
tian powers (England, Franee, anc Ger- 
many) has not once been the ally ot the 
Turk. 

But the mfluetice of the Tatar upon 
the blood of the Russian people bas been 
much exaggerated, The expression, 
“Seratch a Retssian and vou find a Tatar 
underneath, is commonly attribute) to 
Napoleon, [f Napoleon did arigmate this 
femarkable statement, he partly revenged 
himself for his defeat, for the quotation 
is widely hit wrongly accepted as a trite 
description of the Russian. As a matter 
of fact, the Tatars did not setile among 
the Slavs. They were content to rule 
from afar, with periodic visitations to 
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ravage and plunder, order that there 
might be no ielay in the remittance of 
tribute. [hut ther contribution to the 
racial stock of Kussin was. comparatively 
little. 

IVAN THE THMInLE 

Some vears after the Ivan who mar- 
ned the heiress to Constantinople came 
another Ivan, called the Terrible, wha 
assumed the title of Tsar, crushed the 
nobies, conquered Siberia, and extended 
Ins dominion to the Paciie, “All bie 
tories are spotless In comparison with 
that of Moscow. under him—a creature 
of unparalleled ferocity and inconeeiv- 
able wickedness: . . . He went to 
the terture-rooms with joy, and came 
away from its fiendish practices invigo- 
rated, refreshed, and gay.” 

This was the age of Shakespeare and 
Bacon in England. 

Ivan slew tis oldest son with his own 
hand ina fitof rage: His greatest crime 
was the sucking ancl destruction of the 
ancientcity of Novgorod, whose infidelity 
he suspected. “The Tsar and his son 
went to an enclosure specially reserved 
for the torture of thar victims, and: with 
their lances prodded those who were not 
quickly enough dragged to the place of 
torment. Chroniclers say that from soo 
to (000 were slain in cold blood before 
him exch ny of his stay. Some were 
boarned, some racked ta death, others: 
drowned in the Volkhof; ran in on. 
sledges or thrown m from the brdge— 
scldiers in boats Spearing those whe 
switn, Infants were impaled before the 
eves of their mothers, liysbands botch- 
ered along with their wives. Novenrod, 
aft that tine larger and of greater com- 
mercial importance than Moscow, was so 
injured that she ever since acquirer! the 
mink of even a third-rate town.” 

But in spite of his -crnelty and saper- 
stition, Ivan was in many respects a stc- 
cesstul ruler, reducing the Tatar king- 
dom and extending the Russian domin- 
ions to the Pacific by the help of a free- 
booter, Yermak, who swept the Stherian 
steppes as clean of Russian toes as Drake 
at the came time wae clearing: the sens

But in this hour of adversity 
the Russian church, as during the can- 
turies of Tatar rule, alone refused ‘to 
submit, an in her monastery fortresses 
kept-alive the spirit of resistance until a 
butcher called Minin. and a prince, Po- 
jarski, started a revival of the masses so 
violent that. in a few months every Pole 
was swept aut of Russia, But Miscow 
for perhaps the tenth time was burned 
to the ground. 

Atthe Grinil National Assembly which 
follawed, aod in which princes and peas 
ants participaterl, Michael Romanov was 
chosen Tsar, Thus the present dynasty, 
which has brought stability, mmense 
growth, and enormons power to Russia, 
was founded six vears after the fiound- 
ing of Jamestown, Virginia, and cmly 
seven yeats before the Pilgrim fathers 
landed at Plymouth, Massachusetts. 


PETE THE CREAT 


Among the colossal figures thar loom 
inp above the dead level ot hiimeaunity als 
4 great mountain towers above the plain, 
history offers no better example than 
Peter the Great, Russia's remarkable 
ruler at the close of the seventeenth and 
during the beginning of the eighteenth 
century, fle found Russia an all but 
barharte mation; he left it on the high- 
rom to civiligation.and one of the canh's 
freatest powers, 

He was born as rich as Midas, with 
the silver spoon af plenty in hi month: 
Tut he lived as gjeor as a hermit, and 
tofled with ‘hanil as well as with brain 
that his country might ¢ome out of its 
jurrburte stupor and inte: civilized actiy- 
ity. He justified his savage treatment of 
his people by saving that it was only 
thraugh such methods that he was able 
to “dress his herd of animals like men 
anil vet he lived with them and shared 
their toil when Russia's welfare was im 
the balance. 


THE NATIONAL GEOGRAPHIC MAGAZINE 


A very remarkable man. was Peter 
the Greati—a queer combination of auto- 
crat anil democrat, as austere us a monk 
when Duty called and as sel f-imnelulgent 
a Bocchus whee: Pleasure beckoned, 

Peter was born in Alescow m 1672. 
At his election to the throne, ten vears 
later, he saw one of be oneles drageesd 
from the palace and butchered by a sav- 
ate mob, and his mothers beloved tmen- 
tar am) his own best friend (who had 
probably given him his thirst for knowl- 
edec) torn from his restraining grasp 
and hucked to pieces. AS o youth he 
cate hide who ruled his enpire,so loz 
i he was lett unelisturber! in his pastime 
of shipbuiliting, soilmg, drilling, and 
fighting shin battles, 

A disastrous campaign agaimst the 
Turks and an attempt to capture Azov, 
which failed, simply aroused the later 
forces in the wreal ruler, and he inime- 
dimely sent to Austria and Prussia for 
sippers, miners, engiieers, and carpen- 
ters, whott he took with him to the for- 
ests:of the Don, where they constructed 
scores of vessels for his “sea caravan,” 
with which he proposed to drive out the 
Turks: from Avov. He himself ved m 
a hut in the wools and worked like a 
slave during this time, and when his gal- 
ley flowilta started it was under the com- 
mun of “Captain Peter Alehsyeevich” 
in the galley Principium, which he had 
hilt with fis own hands. His expedi- 
tion was success ful—Azovy was captured 

But ofter his victory Peter foresaw 
that he could not stand out single-handed 
agaist the Turks permanently; so he 
sent a deputation of tieariy three hun- 
dred persons, including nobles. generals. 
merchants, and mnferpreters, to weetern 
Europe to ask support for his couse 
He himself accompanied the embassy 
incognita: but sqen, becoming impatient 
with the progress such a large pariv 
could make, he abandoned it and) trav- 
cled alone, visiting Germany, Holland, 
England, Fronee, and Austria. 

Wherever he went he was indefatiga- 
ble in learning new arts and gathering 
new ideas: In the faciorles be worker 
unknown with his-own hands until thev 
became hard and callows—in gunmak- 
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the Tsar?’ “Fsar!’ replied the man, with 
his tongue in his cheek ; “we are all Tsars 
here. 7 * 

Peter was: starting from Vienna to 
Venice to learn the art of navigation 
more thoroughly when he was recalied 
to Moscow to pot down an inerpent 
revolution, ble “has hanged. or 
broken on the wheel and 5.000 be- 
headed.” Then he took up his work of 
establishing reforms, “the knout and the 
axet being the accompaniment of every 
reforming edict.” | 

In these reforms he followed the ileal 
of the modern Japanese, showing no 
sentimental predilection. for any one 
country, but borrowing with impartiality 
the best that cach had to offer. Some of 
the things that worked well with the peo 
de of Western Europe were unsuited to 
tussia: Lut Peter made the man ta fit 
the coat and pot the coat to fit the man. 

One of his first orders was that the 
beards of Russian officials should go; 
and, although the masses would have 
thought belieading little more shocking 
to their ideals, the beards went, as evi- 
dence that the old order was changing.

He founded schools, built up 
a, powerinl army, and had the virtie of 
economy.

ing to comprehend the vastness of the 
undertaking; but Petrograd stands as 
the twenticth-century fulfillment of his 
ideals in city-buiding.

SAPOLEGN. IS MOSCOW 


The taking df Moscow by Napoleon, 
its: subsequent destriction, and the re- 
treat of his army conshtute one of the 
most thrilling pages in the annals of 
war, It was-ati the rath of September, 
rz, that the golden minarets and 
starry domes of the great city first met 
the gaze of the French army. “All this 
is yours,” exclaimed the great chieftain, 
anid a mighty shout swept aver his anny 
from front tunk to rear guard, like a 
great billaw over-a sea. 

The day before the Russians had 
evaciated the city and the way of the 


French Wis WAoppaserd, Blut when they 


arrived they were chagrined to find that 
the 300,000 mbhtabitants had left, and that 
only the liberated prisoners, the rabble, 
and the feeble had remained behtad. 
Napoleon himself occupied the Kremfin 
on the rsth, and that very night, while 


he was: waiting te receive a deputation 


of notables, who sent m their stead 2 
deputation of rich raoskelngk merchants 
(as dissenters from the Greek Catholic 
Church ‘are called), fires were lit in all 
parts af the city by Russians chosen for 
the work.

he release more thar the people 
of his empire trom bondage Hat he saisc 
banelt 350. tnillon acres of land! from 
the lnnd-mwners and turned it over to the 
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drawn from the patrimenial jurisdiction 
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of the land‘owning nobility and endowed 
with self-government. Each village 15 a 
miniature pure democracy, where even 
representative government would be re- 
carded as too remote. The heads uf the 
howses in a village meet in free comsulta- 
tion on the basis of “one man, one vole,” 
This true democracy, within an autocratic 
monarchy, divides the lands to be culti- 
vated, disciplines ite members, provides 
reHed for the needy, and buys fire-engines 
and agricultural machinery. It-selects « 
head man, who is the president of all 
village meetings. Another official selected 
is the pale man, who goes through the 
village tapping.on the windows to warm 
the pewple that 2 village meeting is abcrat 
to be held. 

Nothing is done until the villagers 1 
meeting approve it, For instance, no one 
cat begiti to mow hay wnatil the village 
meeting Says sa, The village lands are 
Apportioned out, each male member of a 
family getting a strip; and these are not 
located! together, this preventing any 
family from getting more than its share 
of the best land. Sometimes there ts 4 
redivision every ten years, and sometimes. 
oftener. Sometimes strips are to feet 
wile and sometimes 200—a strange et- 
fect in harvest time, when the land looks 
like a piece of grandmother's home-made 
rag carpet. Hay is usually made by the 
whole communty and divided mto 2 
nimber of piles corresponding to the 
number of men, amd these are assigned 
by lot. 

A-AURAL-LIVING PROFLE 


Few nations have such a preat per- 
centage of their popttlation living on the 
soil ond by the soil as Russin. Where 
Fnglnd and Wales have 78 per cent of 
their people living amid urban surround- 
ings, the United! States 47 per cent, Ger- 
many 43 per cent, and France 42 per 
cent, only 15 per cent of Russia’s people 
have left the so. OF the typrcal thou- 
sand of papiilition, 771 ane peasants, 107 
are burgesses, 66 are natives of the wald- 
tribe order, 23 are Cossacks, 65 are ie- 
bles, = belong to the clergy, 5 are privi- 
leged burgesses, and 8 are unchissefed. 

Reing preeminently a lind of agricul- 
turists, ands are im Russia what stocks

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and bonds are in England—the principal 
field for investment. The great Hlack 
Forest region is one of the most fertile 
on the face of the earth; its soil is from 
3 to 10 feet deep, and its sgricultural 
possibilities match anything that may be 
found In lowa or the Dakotas. 

Thus the geographical handicap of 
early years—that wide, flat plain over 
which the armed hosts coulil drive with- 
out hindrance, burning and botchering— 
is now KNussia’s greatest asset. 
~ With the bulk ‘of its crops raised: by 
the pezeantry, employing the most primi 
tive means of farming, Kusaia is still able 
to priduce avery large proportion Gf the 
world's food supply. In 1913 it gave to 
civilization nearly a fourth of its wheat, 
fully a fourth of its cats, a third of its 
barley, anc more than half of its. rye. 
The Eniptrre im that year had a wheat 
crop 200 million bushels greater than that 
af the United States, an oats crop off- 
setting our own, o barley crop three times 
#4 great as ours, and a rye crop 2§ times. 
the size of ours. 

But for our tremendous crop of corn. 
approximating 244 hilliom bushels, the 
United States would have to yield first 
place to Russia as a grain producer. 


FUTURE PGSsIniLivies 


But what Russia is as a producer of 
the world’s staple foodstuffs is nothing 
as compared with what it may be. That 
theacreage can be enormously increased, 
any one who has traveled through Rus- 
si tan very Well nderstand. Put let 
us assume that the pcreape will stand 
still, and that at some future date the 
Riissian farmer, with his naturally rich 
and comparatively new land, can dopti- 
cate what the German farmer, with his 
naturilly poor and long-ased Inn, is now 
doing in the matter of per-acte yell,

While Russia's foreign trade has been 
regarded as full of potentialities, meas- 
ured by population standards it is ex- 
ceedingly small. With a population 7o 
ver cent larger than that of the United 
States, its imparts were less than 40 per 
cenit as great as those of the United 
Stutes in 1913, and its exports were only 
i litth: more than a third as great.

(37,000 automatic and 2,000 hand looms 
iperated hy mules, there were about 40,- 
200 hand looms operated by peasants.

The abotition of the sale of intoxtrants 
in Russia represents the yteatest prolibi- 
tion vietory of the age. With one dash 
of the pen one-sixth of the catth’s -sur- 
face amd one-tenth of its popialatinn wernt 
“dey.” Heretofore vodka-drinking: has 
beem the curse of the Russian masses. 
Being. «a govertimvent monapaly, the offi- 
cals of the government etitouraged the 
cole of vodka, and the constantly and 
rupidly growing revenues fram that 
caurce showed that they did so with siac- 
cess, 

Then the war came on. Realiring that 
a drunken soldier can never be a good 
soldier, the Tsar proliihited the sale of 
vodka temporarily and inhibited his 
troops ftom vsing intoxicants in: any 
foro. 

Over night hundreds of thousands of 
government dram shops were closed. 
The response of the Russian peophe to 
this order was one of the surprises. of 
Russian history. Everywhere it was re 
ceived with acclaim, and there were such 
widespread and universal evidence of the 
approval of the povernment’s stand: i 
the matter that it soo became evident 
to the ‘Tsar that what he had intended! 
us a temporary measure ‘winld he muadde 
ptrmanent, | 

The result was that Tsar Nicholus has 
answered a petition of the Russian Chris 
tian Temperance Society, presented: by 
the Grand Duke Constantine, by saving: 

"T have decided to prohibit fc ever the 
sovermment-sale at alcohol,” 

And so prohibition, the Russians hope, 
has come ta a great Empire that prob 
ably more than any other in listery has 
suffered from the evils of intemporance.

Intervention was openly discussed, 
Gladstone had hailed Teifersoe Dinvis 2 
iomin who had made a mation, and even 
Lord Palmerston was inclitied to lend ear 
to suiprestinns of forcing a peace in same 
way. Finally the English government 
agunded France with reference to n sertt 
of enforced mediation. About this time, 
however, o Ruseian fleet made an osten- 
fatious visit to the port of New Vork 
and the social functions that-accompanied 
the visit put England on notice as to 
where Russm stood, and Enghurid’s 
Interest mm stopping the war suddenly 
craserl 

FINAL IMPRESSIONS 


There ‘are conditions in Ruesia which 
a visitor from fhe lod of free schools. 
free sptech, and oa free press finds it 
chiifcult to understand: the deplorable 
ronity of good schools, makme it a sore 
trial for a poor man to get his san ediu- 
cated: the arrival of his American news 
paper, with often half a page stamped 


out by the censor in ink so lick thar it 
is impossible to decipher a single letter: 
the timidity, nay fear, of some people wf 
being overheard when talkitig frankly on 
political subjects; the enonvous power 
concentrated in the hands of one iruli- 
vidual, [Sut other writers have written 
with needless ethphasis and length on 
these unpleasant themes, and it is not tee 
essary to discuss then liere, 

The purpose of this article has been to 
set forth the immensity of the great land 
empire, in size four times larger that the 
Roman Empire at its eTcatest: to visual- 
ize some of the common sights and cts- 
toms among a kindly and noble race by 
the use of many tinposed photograplis ; 
fo show the tremendous vitality and fe- 
cundity of the Russian people, more than 
half ef whor lived in landage in the 
lifetime of thovsands of our renders: and 
to explain the vouth of Russia as a pa- 
tion, showing how she threw off hee for- 
eign yoke in the same quitter century 
that Jamestown was founded and the 
Pilgtim Fathers landed at Plymouth, and 
how she is in some respects younger even 
than the Urtited Stures, for our ancestors 
brought from England and Halland. in- 
stitutions wrought through centuries of 
hard testing, and a hlood and ‘brain 
trained for self - goverment throtigh 
Tay, Many reneratiotns: 

Bot with all the ignorance and poverty 
of the mmsses in Russia in the past, the 
leaver af national intelligence has begin 
fo work, The povernment is following 
the example of our own countey. in try- 
ing to take the-gospel of good farming

communities, and has ser to work forces 
Uiat inevitably will spell the doom of 
Witeracy and ignorance anil make Russia 
in fact the land of unlimited possibilities.
